In order to ensure clarity of claim 17 the receiver circuit is introduced in new claim 17 
thereby supporting good antecedence. 

New claim 18 is supported by original claim 10 depending from original claim 2. 

New claim 19 is supported by original claim 10 depending from original claim 3. 

New claim 20 is supported by original claim 10 depending from original claim 8.
